Honor Among Women, 


Women are commonly supposed to be-somewhat lacking in- 


standards of honor such as men possess. Yet seldom have the 
highest ideals of human honor been put into such clear, simple 
and unmistakable terms as was done by Carrie Chapman Catt 
in her farewell address to the International Woman Suffrage 
Congress which met a few weeks ago in Rome. 


"Two things I would urge upon you as a working organiza: 


tion. The first is this: Always, always act for the good of the 
' whole, legally and morally, and never for the smaller whims 
of individuals. \Do not be too anxious to placate someone 
whose feelings are hurt, if a principle would be endangered 
by placating her. If a woman goes home in tears, if a whole 
delegation goes home in tears, stick to what is right in principle 
and what is legal in parliamentary law. The injured ones will 
some day either understand or forgef; but a wrong action can 
never be undone. 


"And then, secondly, never do or allow to be done a single 


dishonorable'thing in your organization. People are dishon- 
orable from ignorance or from varying standards of what 
honor is, not usually because they set out to be crooked. But 
look out for it. Be vigilant about your own honor and, if you 
are president or chairman or leader of any sort, countenance 
nothing but the highest, purest honor in those, who work for 
you and with you. No wcsjk is good if dishonor has a place

Platinum Stocks. 


I 


The Bureau of Mines joins forces with the bankers of the 


nation and with the numerous "better business" commissions. 
Its latest report takes the form of a warning to the public 
against investment in the stocks of companies which promise 
to produce platinum. The Bureau makes no secret of its 
doubts as to the truth of any claims of this nature. 


Despite its efforts over a period of many years, "the Bureau 


is insistent in its declaration that there is not a single important 
source of platinum in the United States. Its surveys have been 
complete and painstaking, and they continue unceasingly, but 
those in charge of the work never expect such a discovery. 
We must look to Russia and to Colombia for our supply and 
not, as the Bureau, makes very plain, to Seattle or Yonkers, 
N. Y. Charitably enough, the Bureau suggests that reports of 
platinum in these localities were based on erroneous assays. 


Such formal warning from an official source can hardly fail 


to discourage promotion of platinum mining companies, ~and 
of course it is good as far as it goes. It is to be regretted that 
the wide distribution of petroleum deposits has not made pos- 
sible similar pronouncements upon certain oil stock flotations. 
The most conservative estimates are to the effect that, on the 
basis of the nation's past investments in the oil business, every 
gallon of gas has cost not less than a dollar and' a half.
